areas designated by the Recrea~ 
tion Committee; and that it has no 
authority to set the price to be paid 
for any parcel of land except as it 
may be granted that authority in any 
specific case by the three town 
bodies specifically delegated to 
grant approval of expenditure of the 
funds allotted to the Land Acquisi- 
tion Committee.

Town Stays 
Republican 


Andover stayed clearly in the 
Republican fold Tuesday, as 95.5 
percent of the 9,815eligible voters 
cast their ballots. 

In not a single case did the town 
give a majority to a Democratic 
candidate. 

State Auditor Thomas Buckley 
was the top Democratic vote- 
getter, with a town-wide total of 
4,197. 

Senator Leverett Saltonstall, 
polling 6,878 votes, was the lead- 
ing Republican on the ballot. An- 
dover voters supported Nixon, 
5,685 to 3,582 for Kennedy; and 
endorsed Volpe, 6,609 to 2,555 for 
Ward. 

Surprisingly, 60 voters didn’t 
bother to vote for president, 
leaving their ballots blank for that 
office. One voter wrote inthe name

Board May Use 
Own Judgment 


The Land Acquisition Committee, 


has the right to decide whether 
property should be acquired ‘*in 
the best interest of the town’’, 
according to Town Manager 
Thomas E. Duff. 

A legal opinion from TownCoun= 
sel Fredric S. O’Brien on land 
taking procedures also outlines 
the duties of the Committee and 
other municipal boards, in re- 
ference to the acquisition of land. 

Mr. Duff said the ruling indicates 
to him that the Committee can use 
its good judgment when acquiring 
sites, rather than acting as a 
broker - merely trying to purchase 
specific sites pinpointed by other 
town agencies. 

However, the Selectmen, Planning 
Board and Finance Committee also 
have responsibilities in this area 
too. 

Duff said the ruling indicates 
the areas in which these boards are 
to act. The ruling recommends, he 
continued, that the Planning Board 
pay particular attention to the site 
itself and its location, because that 
agency is most concerned with 
growth and planning. The Finance 
Committee would be more attentive

iCouncil Of Churches 
Against Sunday Sports 


The Andover Council of Churches 
has unanimously adopted a resolu- 
tion ‘‘strongly disapproving’’ the 
scheduling of organized athletics 
on Sundays. 

Meeting Oct. 30, the Council 
considered the problem as it 
affects the preservation of Sunday 
“for spiritual use and Christian 
family life’’. 

Commenting this week on the 
resolution, the Rev. Frederick B. 
Noss said the Council has been 
disturbed by thee‘‘progressive in- 
vasion of Sunday’? by such things 
as the scheduling of athletic con- 
tests.

Project Impractical 

The proposal to enlarge the West 
School, and add to a renovated 
Bradlee School - in place of build- 
ing a new elementary school - has 
‘been abandoned. 

Warren A, Lewis, chairman of 
the School Building Committee, and 
School Committeeman John S.Sul- 
livan. conferred last week withthe 


School Building Assistance Com-~ | 


mission in Boston. As a result of 
that meeting, Mr. Lewis cited the 
following reasons why the step 
appears impractical: 

‘Although 61/2, and possibly 
as many as 81/2, acres might be 
obtained in the area, this would 
be slightly less than the desired 
minimum acreage and might en- 
danger state aid. It is also obvious 
that land acquisition might be a 
lenghthy proceeding, as witness the 
6 - 9 months involved in the Noyes 
land, and in consideration of the 
fact that we would be dealing with 
at least four persons as opposed to 
only one in the case of the Noyes 
land.

need for emergency communications along the sections of

Citizens’ alarms — telephones connected directly to the 
police station via telephone lines — may be the answer, 
Installed at the overpasses, where access to the lines is 
easier, the citizens’ alarm could be marked plainly so that 


any motorist could spot it easily. 


The usual complaint that telephone locations on a high- 
way are not practical has no bearing here — few people 
would tamper with an alarm connected to police head- 
quarters only. 

It seems essential to provide some means of prompt 
communication — consider what happens when a stranger 
is driving through our town on the new highway: 

He sees an accident, but doesn’t know where to report 
it. So he may drive to the nearest access road and find a 
residence, then report the accident, Or, if it is dark, he 
may not even know where he is, nor can he find a house 
to telephone from. 

If someone was badly hurt in such an accident, and de- 
lay in reporting the affair resulted in a loss of life, we 
would all be insistent on finding a remedy for the situa- 
tion. 

Let’s, instead, find it now and install it, before any 
lives are lost because we ignored the problem. 


Land Committee’s Function 


We’re happy to hear that Town Manager Thomas E. Duff 
believes the Land Acquisition Committee can use its good 
judgment in the selection of sites for various municipal 
uses, 

The question had been raised whether the Committee 
actually had the authority to make determinations on which 
land to buy, or whether it is merely an errand boy, going 
out to buy specific sites as directed by other committees, 

Assuming that the Committee can, from now on, use its 
good judgment in selecting sites in an area specified by a 
committee or board, we hope that the boards and com- 
mittees will depend on the Land Acquisition Committee 
for its help. 

Ideally, the Planning Board can indicate an area for a 
particular purpose, then the responsible board or com- 
mittee can approve it and tell the Land Committee to find 
a site in that area, Less than ideally, the Land Committee 
would be given only the responsibility for buying a site, 
once some other board has pointed to it precisely, 

We are inclined to believe that the voters at town meet- 
ing saw the Land Committee as an agency which would 
pick out sites, after being given a general area in which 
to seek them. Most of the boards and committees, 


once 
having decided in what area they want a new building or 
new facility, are perhaps not as well equipped to study the 


terrain, look over technical reports on the land and the 
water table, the extent of facilities, etc., as is the I 
Committee,
